Ringworm 
is 
a confusing 
name given to a variety of skin 
infections caused by molds and 
many types of fungus. 
T he 
confusion becomes more appar­ 
ent because me skin eruption 
rarely is ring-formed and is nev­ 
er due to a worm. 
The four most common sites 
of these infections are me feet, 
me scalp, me body and me 
nails. By far me most frequent 
of all of these is ringworm of 
me feet, called "athlete’s foot." 
These conditions are far more 
annoying man dangerous, and 
hardly deserve the terrifying- 
sounding term Dermatophytos- 
es. 
A simple regime is recom­ 
mended for ringworm of me 
feet. Cleanliness, drying, a n d 
applications of salves or pow­ 
ders are prescribed specifically 
for each individual’s condition. 
Self-treatment with haphaz­ 
ardly chosen medications only 
tends to prolong me condition, 
and even invite additional com­ 
plicating infection. 
Ringworm of me scalp and 
bead is extremely contagious. 
Infections are rapidly spread 
from child to child, especially 
when combs and brushes are 
used as common property. 
The 
infection 
produces 
small area of temporary bald­ 
ness by destroying me roots of 
me hair. 
Ringworm of me scalp is < 
stubborn condition which re 
quires faithful adherence to me 
doctor’s instructions. 
Particular care must be de­ 
voted to the danger of cross 
contamination. Dogs and cats 
frequently have the ringworm 
fungus and transmit it readily 
to humans. It is imperative, 
therefore, mat me pet be treated 
actively by a veterinarian in 
order to avoid recurring cycles 
of this condition. 
Ringworm of me body is an­ 
other contagious form of this 
parasitic infection. Like r i n g ­ 
worm of me scalp, this skin ill­ 
ness is more frequent in chil­ 
dren than in adults. Small oval 
shaped patches appear on me 
face, the neck, and other parts 
of the body. Areas of pink, 
scaly "rashes" usually charac­ 


terize body ringworm. 
The most difficult and tena 
cious form of ringworm is me 
one mat involves me nails. The 
nails become grooved, pitted, 
and brittle. The discoloration 
sometime lasts for months. 
Contagion characterizes ring 
worm. Prevention, 
therefore, 
must be me object of personal 
and medical attention. 
A wide variety of fungicides is 
effectively used to kill me fun- 
fungus. Unless these fungicides 
are used with discretion and un­ 
der the supervision of a physi­ 
cian, me skin may be injured, 
and infected. Overly generous 
applications of strong liniments 
may damage me skin and con 
vert this n u i s a n c e disease 
into one of more serious impor­ 
tance. 
The diagnosis of ringworm 
can readily lie established by a 
dermatologist (skin doctor) by 
skin scrapings and cultures, 
the exact mold can frequently 
be found. Medication known to 
be particularly effective aginst 
me causative fungus almost in­ 
variably controls me ringworm 
and prevents it spread. 
The emphasis on all ring­ 
worm infection is prevention. 
Unlike many Omer conditions, 
one attack of ringworm does 
not confer immunity. Reinfec­ 
tion frequently occurs 
unless 
the means of transmission is 
stopped at its source.

WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
economy-talking Congress is get­ 
ting ready to vote on a $10,000-a- 
year pay raise for itself: from 
$22,500 to $32,500, an increase of 
44 per cent. 
Living costs have gone up only 
about 15 per cent since Congress 
last boosted its own salary in 
1955. That was also a $10,000 inr 
crease, from $12,500 to $22,500. 
The m e a s u r e 
approved 
Wednesday by the House Rules 
Committee, thus clearing it for 
a vote, would raise the salary of 
most other federal employes, in­ 
cluding Supreme Court justices, 
Cabinet members and top offi­ 
cials. 
All this had the blessing of 
Presidents Kennedy and John­ 
son. In his next year’s spending 
budget, which Johnson handed 
Congress in January, he asked 
$455 million to take care of such 
salary increases. 
Earlier last year two groups 
— the National Civil Service 
League and a special 12-man 
advisory panel 
appointed by 
Kennedy — recommended rais­ 
es. One recurrent theme in the 
push to boost salaries is that 
present salary scales prevent 
the government from getting the 
kind of men needed to run it el* 
: ficiently. 
But today an important House 
member found an even newer 
way for Congress to spend more 
; millions on itself. This was Rep. 
! Wright Patman, 
D-Tex., the 
House Banking and Currency 
Committee chairman. 
Patman suggested ’’Congress 
needs a vast increase” in the 
! number of its technical consult­ 
ants and legal and economic ad- 
’ visers. He proposed still another 
. new office building for the 435 
I House members. 
That would be the fourth for 
. them. They already occupy two, 
• and a third is nearing compte* 
• tion at an estimated cost run- 
; ning up to $122 million. 
; 
Not all members have the gig- 
; gles at the thought of more take- 
; home pay. Looking at the work 
• done by this Congress, which in 
; 1963 was one of the laziest in 
' history, Rep. J. Arthur Young­ 
er, R-Calif., said in October that 
if production was to be the yard- 
J stick, “we should be returning 
• part of the salary we are now 
; receiving.” He said the cost of 
; living wouldn’t justify an in- 
'. crease of the size being consid- 
■ ered. 
Sen. Frank J. Lausche, D- 
; Ohio, long enough in Congress 
; to unerstand the members, told 
the Senate that, despite all the 
talk about Congress being un­ 
derpaid “if you came in here

Now Available

All that we ask of a blanket 
is that it be 
pretty, comfort­ 
able, 
lightweight 
yet 
warm, 
long-wearing and washable! 
To meet our 
specifications, 
manufacturers have turned out 
blankets 
in 
varying 
sizes, 
weights, shapes, construction, 
fibers, blends and colors—with 
or without electrical 
heating 
units! 
The only trouble confronting 
the shopper is that of selection, 
whether to choose wool, acry­ 
lic fibers, rayon, rayon blends 
or cotton. 
One of the new acrylics of­ 
fers the extra bonus of rever­ 
sibility — stripes on one side, 
solids an the 
other. Mo t h - 
proofed, nap-retentive and non- 
allergic finishes are all avail­ 
able. 
While all this merchandise 
awaits the shopper, one thing 
the manufacturer cannot con 
trol is the care of his product 
after it is purchased and used. 
Only the homemaker can see 
to that. 
Blankets should be laundered 
long before they show any sign 
of soil. Where most machine- 
washable blankets are concern 
ed, the procedure is relatively 
simple. Even some pure wool 
blankets are now scientifically 
treated to go into the machine 
washer and dryer, just as wed 
as the acrylics and cottons. 
Fill the washer with warm 
water, plus soap or detergent, 
and, if desired, water softener. 
Then let the tub turn briefly. 
Pop in the blanket and let it 
soak for five minutes. Agitate 
one minute, then drain the ma 
chine. Rinse with a two-minute 
cycle before the final spin. 
If you use an automatic dry­ 
er, pre - heat it at the highest 
setting, then add turkish towels 
as buffers. 
Then put in the blankets and 
turn control to low heat. Blan­ 
kets of acrylic fiber may be 
tumbled dry. Other should be 
removed slightly damp and al­ 
lowed to finish drying over two 
parallel lines. This to prevent 
a crease down the middle. 
Remember that an electric 
blanket is no exception to* the 
washing-machine 
routine 
just 
detailed. 
In fact, washing is the only 
safe and proper way to clean 
this type of blanket, since all 
the manufacturers agree t h a t 
dry cleaning fluids tend to da 
mage the insulating material 
covering the wires. 
Follow the manufacturer’s in­ 
structions scrupulously. If you 
have any reservations or ques­ 
tions, write the manufacturer of 
your electric blanket.

forests in the Virginia country­ 
side not far from here. 
As cows grazed lazily by the 
front windows and crows circled 
the ripening cornfields, these 
men and women talked of a city 
of 75,000 persons that would rise 
as if by rn a g i c, on this v e r y 
spot. 
The city, now being erected 
from scratch is this rural setting 
is c a l l e d Reston, Va. It is 
believed to be the first major ef­ 
fort to b u i I d a full-scale, self- 
contained city on the perimeter 
of a large metropolitan area.

eral facilities assistance and un­ 
til April will be directing pre­ 
parations in Washington for ad­ 
ministration of Higher Facilit­ 
ies Act of 1963.

37th Division Schedules 
Major Attack - on Paper 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
full-scale division-sized attack 
maneuver, designed to develop 
skills in nearly all phases of 
modern warfare including use 
of nuclear weapons, will be con­ 
ducted by the Ohio National 
Guard’s 37th Infantry Division 
March 14-15. 
Some 500 members of the 
division from cities throughout 
the state will participate in the 
attack problem, but chances are 
the residents around Ft. Hayes 
on Columbus* near Northeast 
Side won’t even know there’s a 
battle going on. The entire 30- 
hour problem will be conducted 
on maps. 
The 37th—Ohio’s only Nation­ 
al Guard division—is one of four 
select units from the seven- 
state 2nd Army area chosen to 
participate in the exercise, cal­ 
led BEAR TRAP. 
Although the problems will be 
conducted on maps, it is de­ 
signed to be as realistic as pos­ 
sible without being held on ac­ 
tual terrain. Commanders will 
do their own planning with the 
tactical and administrative sit­ 
uations to confront the various 
units being revealed as the 
exercise progresses. 
2nd Army personnel from Ft. 
Meade, Md., acting as control­ 
lers, will be located in a con­ 
trol center and will create the 


situations requiring action by 
commanders at various levels 
down the line. 
Plenty of surprise problems— 
such as aggressor nuclear at­ 
tacks, loss of communications 
with certain units, infiltration 
by enemy guerrillas and unex­ 
pected bad weather — will be 
thrown into the situation to add 
realism. 
BEAR TRAP is the first 
Army-level exercise conducted 
by the Ohio division since its 
reorganization under the ROAD 
(Reorganized Objective Army 
Division) concept last April. The 
reorganization was effected to 
give the division more mobility, 
firepower 
and 
flexibility for 
modern warfare. 
Participants in the exercise 
will come from each of the 64 
cities where the 37th has units.

Fayetteville, N.C., was killed 
and he was wounded in a 
charge against Viet Cong guer­ 
rillas near the Cambodian bor­ 
der Tuesday. 
The guerrillas sprang a dawn 
ambush on two paratroop bat­ 
talions, commanded by Vien, 
that had been walking all night 
in an attempt to catch the Com­ 
munists off guard. Vien’s forces 
suffered 14 dead and 85 wound 
ed. 
The general said he thought 
his men killed about 35 guer 
rillas but they didn’t have the 
bodies to prove it. 
The guerrillas were hiding in 
light brush and let one of Vien’s 
battalions and two companies of 
the 
other pass. 
Then 
they 
opened up with recoilless rifles 
and automatic weapons. 
"In the confusion that fol­ 
lowed that initial outburst of 
fire,” said Vien, "part of the 
company started to break up. 
But McCarthy was immediate­ 
ly among them rallying them 
together.” 
McCarthy was senior adviser 
to the battalion. 
McCarthy, a tall, gangling of 
fleer, came racing up to Vien 
to join in the assault. Just be 
fore he reached the general, a 
guerrilla’s machine gun began 
spraying the area, 
and the 
American toppled to the ground 
with a bullet through his head. 
The Viet Cong started moving 
out, firing frequent bursts, and 
within an hour contact had been 
virtually lost. The shooting was 
over two hours after it started. 
The Viet Cong was believed 
to have escaped across the 
Cambodian border, about 800 
yards from the battleground. 
Another 
American 
adviser 
was killed Tuesday in the am­ 
bush of a Vietnamese Ranger 
unit 30 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon in which a Vietnamese sol­ 
dier was killed and seven others 
wounded. 
The American’s identity has 
not been announced. 


Since 
the 
United 
States 
stepped up its aid in the anti­ 
communist war at the end of 
1961, 114 Americans have been 
killed in combat and 192 have 
died from all causes.

Barrymore Safe 
Is Still Mystery

VALDEZ, Alaska — A s a f e 
that once belonged to John Bar­ 
rymore may hold some valu­ 
ables — or it may contain noth­ 
ing not even dust. But, will we 
ever know? Dozens of skilled 
locksmiths have sought for the 
right combination — but none 
have found it. 
Even a few men whose safe­ 
cracker activities have gener­ 
ally been confined to illegal 
conduct have exerted their tal­ 
ents toward unlocking the mys­ 
terious vault. The door remains 
dbut. 
The safe could be b l o w n 
open. However, here there is 
a catch. The safe was firmly 
built — imbedded may be a 
more correct description —into 
a yacht, and blowing the safe 
would tear out a side of the 
craft. 
Barrymore had the safe built 
into the master bedroom of his 
beloved yacht Erfanta when the 
luxurious craft was constructed 
in 1921. 
Hie Enfants was u s e d by 
Barrymore as a sailing boat for 
two years: then he changed it 
over to a yacht. He at one time 
cruised it up to Alaskan wat­ 
ers, little dreaming the craft 
would end up there. 
After the Enfants was sold by 
Barrymore it passed through 
several hands, including W 11- 
liam 
Randolph Hearst, 
who 
owned it for eight years. 
It was a sport fishing boat 
sailing under the name of Gyp­ 
sy, in Southern California wat­ 
ers, when a group of Valdez bus­ 
inessmen bought it three years 
ago. T o d a y the Gypsy is op­ 
erated by the town of Valdez as 
a community project. 
Each summer day it makes 
an excursion trip through the 


to Columbia Glacier, one of the 
largest in Alaska and one of the 
• 17 t i d e l a n d glaciers in the 
world. 
The fare for the seven-hour 
trip is $20 an adult, and includ­ 
es taxi, coffee and rolls, use of 
binoculars, and a hot meal at 
the glacier. 
Last year the Gypsy carried 
1,000 passengers. Few knew of 
the safe, fewer saw it. The mas­ 
ter bedroom is occupied by the 
boat’s s k i p p e r , Capt. H. E. 
Poole, and his wife. And t h e y 
regard their bedroom as per­ 
sonal. 
Captain Poole, a San Diego 
mariner who came out of re­ 
tirement to skipper the Gypsy, 
knew' of the safe’s legend when 
he took the job. 
“Ive opened a lot of safes,” 
he said, “but not this one. I’ve 
s h o w n the safe to men w ho 
boasted there wasn’t a combin­ 
ation on e a r t h they couldn’t 
solve, giv^n a few hours. But 
they went away in defeat.” 
What does C a p t a i n Poole 
think he will find when — and if 
— the safe is finally opened? 
“ I don’t know,” he replies 
“Who can tell? Probably noth 
ing. And maybe what we’d find 
wouldn’t have belonged to Bar 
rymore, but rather to Hearst, or 
someone else. 
“All I know,* says the gray­ 
haired sea dog, who touched 
every port in the world in his 40 
y e a r s as a marine, “is that 
when I’m down in the bedroom I 
keep looking at it, day after day 
wondering what in thunder is in­ 
side. Then e v e r y mice in a 
while, I have another go at it. 
But I fail, of course. And th e 
mystery deepens.” 


Blast-Proof 
Cable Worms 
Across U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP) - A wrist- 
thick cable now worming its 
way underground across the na 
tion may provide the only direct 
transcontinental telephone com­ 
munication in the event of a 
nuclear blast. 
The 3,218-mile cable is much 
like six others already in trans­ 
continental 
operation 
except 
that it is buried five feet under­ 
ground instead of the normal 
3V4 feet. 
It also differs from the other 
lines because all its relay and 
other stations are sunk deep 
underground 
in concrete 
co­ 
coons. 
“Let’s say that this cable will 
be blast-proof,” said a spokes­ 
man for the American Tele­ 
phone & Telegraph Co. “A di­ 
rect 
nuclear 
blast 
certainly 
would cut it, but I doubt that 
anything short of that would do 
it.” 
He said the cable is being so 
located that it will be out of any 
of the nation’s prime target 
areas. 
The cable now is in use be­ 
tween a point in upstate New 
York and Fairfield, Ran. It is 
scheduled for completion to the 
West Coast sometime late this 
year. 
The Pacific Telephone Co. al­ 
ready has laid the cable and in­ 
stalled relay and other equip­ 
ment along much of the 612 
miles it will cover in Southern 
Califmia. 
Over-all cost was set at $200 
million—the 
most 
expensive 
project of its kind in the United 
States. 
“This is not a government- 
sponsored project, rather it is 
another step taken by the Bell 
System to insure survivabili­ 
ty,” the company said. 
The project was begun in up­ 
state New York in 1960. 
The cable when completed 
will be capable of handling 9,000 
simultaneous 
calls—at 
least 
2,000 more than can now be han­ 
dled by any of the other six 
cables. 
“A serious natural disaster 
might 
break 
another 
cable 
where it will have to go 18 
inches deeper to get at this 
one,” 
the 
spokesman 
said. 
“Eighteen inches in this partic­ 
ular case is quite a lot.”

HOLLYWOOD (AP)—If you’re 
new to the Hollywood beat, you 
don’t just waltz up to Bette 
Davis

Before' you ever get within 
gunshot of her house, her man­ 
ager asks what you want to talk 
to her about and then he’ll see 
“if she can find time.” 
So you wonder—“What’ll she 
do, pull the Baby Jane bit and 
roast me over a slow fire if I 
sound stupid?”—and you make 
up something that sounds half 
bright. He reports to headquar­ 
ters, she finds time, and you 
are brought in, as if (Mi a tray, 
to be made a meal of. 
You needn’t have worried. 
A 
conversation 
with 
Miss 
Davis is fast, furious and friend­ 
ly. It starts before you even get 
in the room, runs hell-for-leath 
er while you’re there and con­ 
tinues until you’re halfway up 
the driveway. Only you wind up 
talking about everything but 
what you went there for. 
Method acting, for instance. 
“Stanislavsky was essentially 
right, of course,” she says. “An 
actor must have a method. But 
there are method actors today 
who’ve strayed far from what 
Stanislavsky meant. They are 
so subjective in a role, they im­ 
pose their personal selves upon 
it so much, that they create vir­ 
tually a different play every 
night, according to how they 
feel. 
“They work so hard at being 
the character that they lose 
their audience right away. 
“Real theater cannot merely 
be life. It must make the link 
between the life in the play and 
the life in the audience, so that 
your audience can identify and 
empathize with it.

By this time Miss Davis, who 
is 5-feet-3Ms and weighs 122 
pounds, seems to have swelled 
to about five times her normal 
size, so that she dominates the 
room from passionate heights. 
You ask, “Okay, so what’s 
your method?” and she deflates 
gradually, sinks back in her 
chair, lights a cigarette and 


spits out: “Oh, I just do it. I 
don’t bleed and die, I just do it. 
And pray to God.”

“No. In fact, I used to worry 
that I wasn’t impressive enough 
to be imitated, and I was re­ 
lieved when they started. Only 
now some of the imitators imi­ 
tate other imitators instead of 
me.”

Big Cement 
Plant Hinted

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
James O. Boisi, vice president 
of the New York Central Sys­ 
tem, real estate division, said 
today that Delaware County 
might be the site for one of the 
nation’s big cement plants. 
Boisi spoke at an industrial 
development seminar luncheon 
sponsored by Nationwide De­ 
velopment Co. He repotted that

He said Flexi-Fio, NYC’s new, 
low - cost freight service f o r 
rail-highway shipment of dry 
bulk commodities now makes it 
possible for cement producers to 
“take advantage of inland sites;

Citing Ohio as “one af the 
Midwest’s ideal locations for

ceint of the raw material re­ 
quired and that a successful ce­ 
ment plant must “be on top of 
its limestone sources.” 
“I need not tell you that Del­ 
aware County is rich in this 
prerequisite natural resource,” 
he said. He added that NYC is 
now campaigning to locate a 
large, low-cost cement produc­ 
tion plant in the Delaware 
County area.
